TORONTO  THEATRE  EXPERIENCE  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  Desmond  Scott.  An  actor  and  dir- 
ector himself,  Mr.  Scott  is  currently  Director  of 
Productions  at  Hart  House  Theatre,  and  his  prod- 
uction of  Endgame  will  be  the  first  to  be  attended 
by  the  group.  His  previous  credits  include  numer- 
ous dramas  and  documentaries  for  the  CEC,  and 
four  years  as  Resident  Director  of  The  Manitoba 
Theatre  Centre. 


TIME;  The  study  group  will  meet  on  Thursdays 
from  8:00  to  10:00  p.m.*,  November  12  to 
December  1 7,  1970;  January  28  to  Feb- 
ruary 25, 1971. 

In  most  instances,  productions  will  be 
attended  on  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  even- 
ings.

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TORONTO  THEATRE  EXPERIENCE 


With  the  opening  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Centre  last  year,  and  the  burgeoning  of  other  smaller  theatre 
operations,  theatre  in  Toronto  is  generating  more  interest  and  attention  that  it  has  at  any  other  time. 
But  Toronto  theatre  - and  any  theatre  for  that  matter  - is  very  much  dependent  upon  the  type 
of  audience  it  has.  If  theatre  in  Toronto  is  to  continue  to  grow  and  develop,  it  is  essential 
that  there  be  an  audience  knowledgeable  enough  to  understand  and  appreciate  what  their 
theatre  is  trying  to  do. 

To  help  create  this  audience,  the  Division  of  University  Extension  is  offering  a unique 
course  - TORONTO  THEATRE  EXPERIENCE  - as  part  of  its  Continuing  Education 
Programme. 
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Unlike  many  courses  on  the  theatre  that  are  taught 
in  a classroom  using  a textbook,  a major  part  of 
TORONTO  THEATRE  EXPERIENCE  will  take 
place  in  the  theatre,  and  current  theatrical  prod- 
uctions will  form  the  basis  for  discussion.

From  one  to  three  additional  plays  will  be  selected 
from  the  productions  presented  at  the  Royal  Alex- 
andra, the  Playhouse,  Toronto  Workshop,  Studio 
Lab,  and  other  Toronto  theatres. 


Nearly  every  week  a production  will  be  attended; 
later  that  week  the  group  will  meet  to  discuss  the 
production  they  have  just  seen.  Discussions  will 
cover  all  aspects  of  the  productions,  from  the 
literary  to  the  theatrical  and  technical  standpoints, 
considering  the  acting,  the  lighting,  the  sets  and 
costumes,  and  above  all,  the  function  of  the  dir- 
ector in  relation  to  his  overall  approach  to  the 
play.  To  make  the  discussion  sessions  even  more 
relevant,  some  of  the  directors  and  designers  con- 
cerned in  production  will  be  invited  to  talk  to  the 
group  and  to  answer  questions  about  their  work. 


TORONTO  THEATRE  EXPERIENCE  thus  will 
provide  the  participants  with  a good  understanding 
of  the  various  elements  of  theatre  in  general,  and 
Toronto  Theatre  in  particular,  as  well  as  giving 
insight  into  some  of  the  major  practitioners  of 
theatre  in  the  city,  not  to  mention  ten  weeks  of 
some  of  the  best  theatre  Toronto  has  to  offer.
